NIGHT IN 


THE TOMBS 


Mrs. Cassie L. Chadwick had 


not Secured Bail up to Late 


Hour Today. 


Amount Placed at $15.000--Prisoner in Run- 


ning the Gauntlet of Photographers 


Becomes Unnerved at the 


Flashlights, 


NEW YORK, Dee. S.—Mrs. Cnssie L. 


Chndwick, the former'Cleveland society 
woman, whoso sensational alleged finan- 
cial dealings resulted in her urrcst last 
night, by the federal authorities was still 
a prisoner today, held in default of $15,- 
000 bnil for a hearing on Dec. 17. The 
circumstances 
surounding Mrs. Chad- 


wick's arraignment before United States 
Commissioner Shields today 
were 
in 


many respects not unlike the sensational 
series of happenings which have followed 
one another in rapid succession during 
tho past ton days. Arriving early at the 
federal building there was a delay ot 
hours while her counsel searched in vain 
for n bondsman. Then, after the brief 
arraignment in court, where the amount 
of the bond was fixed, Mrs. Cliadwick ran 
a gauntlet of photographers with came- 
ras and flashlights in the corridors out- 
Bide the court room which unnerved her. 


From the court room she went to the 


oflice of the L". S. marshal to await the 
coming of a 
bond«mnn. Up to 2:15 


o'clock this afternoon the sureties had 
not been furnished. If bnil is not fur- 
nished before evening Mrs. Chadwick will 
pass the nisht in the Tombs prison. 


Both Mr. Carpenter and Edmund W. 


Powers of Mrs. Chadwick'fi counsel said 
they were confident that bail would be 
forthcoming before evening. 


Up to 3:1") ;>. m., today bail hnd not 


been furm*licd for Mra. Cliadwick. 
It 


was snkl at that time that if bail had 
not betn secured nt. 4:30, Mrs. Chadwick 
Xouid be taken to the Tombs. 


MRS. CHAD\YICK ARRESTED. 


NK\V YORK, Dec. S.—With the ar- 


raignment of Mr?. Cassie L. Chadwick 
before a United States commissioner to- 
day on a technical charge of aiding and 
abetting a bunk official in misapplying 
the fund* of n natio'nal bank, the second 
stage of this remarkable case was begun. 
It seems almost cei-tnin that these pro- 
ceedings ultimately will result in clear- 
ing awny tho mystery in which the case 
bi'en shrouded. 


Mrs. Chndwick, who had been permit- 


ted to remain at the hotel Breslin dur-' 
ing the night, arose early today and told 
the United States marshal she was ready 
to accompany him. She said that al- 
though she had .been restless she felt 
fomewhat better than last night when 
the shock of her arrest had Almost pros- 
trated her, and she- sow no reason to 
delay the detectives further. 
A car- 


ringe wns called and the party started 
shortly before 0 o'clock for the federal 
building where the arraignment was tp 
take place. 


MOST STUPENDOUS OF KIND. 
Today practically all interest in tho 


case was centered conjecture 
as to 


what t!;c future will reveal. Men who 
profess to have an intimate knowledge 
of the affairs of the woman have hinted 
that only a suggestion of the real case 
has yet 
become public. One man- is 


credited with the statement that time 
will show this to be tho most stupen- 
dous and fnr renching case of its kind 
in many years. Already the country has 
been startled by the disclosures which 
have folowed one after another in quick 
succession ainco Mrs. Chadwick's 'affairs 
were brought before the public view lens 
than two weeks n<;o. 
Since that trme 


Mrs. Chadwiek's known indebtedness lias 


- grown from lesS than $200,000 to more 


than a million and her counsel has said 
that claims against her may amount to 
twenty millions for all he knew. The 
validity of some of the claims, however, 
unid the attorney was another matter. 
In tho same period at least, two banks 
have taken official cognizance of the case 
and the federal officer* have taken it 
upon thomfelvcs to investigate the valid- 
ity of notes aggiegating more th-nn a 
rn'illion dollars which bear the name of 
Andrew Carnegie. 


DENTED BY CARNEGIE. 


Mr. Carnegie, the iron master, hns 


Btated that be never signed any notes 
that he never hns had any dealings witli 
Mrs, Chadwick to whom the notes in 
question were made payable and that he 
tsill bo perfectly willing to communi 


cafe the snrnc information to any offic- 
ial with proper authority, who cares to 
call on him. This opportunity has now 
been given him and his reply to the 
communication of Prosecuting Attorney 
Keelcr of Cleveland which was sent last 
night is awaited with considerable inter- 
est. Mr. Keeler's'message not only asks 
Mr. Carnegie it he signed the three notes 
one of which calls for $250,000 and the 
other two for $500,000 each, but if ho 
will go to Ohio if necessary to : testify 
that he did not. The dispatch concluded: 
"Please wire reply as '.soon as possible 
a's grand jury action tinges on your 
attitude." 


MILLIONS IS NOTES. 
• 


The strangest feature of the mystery 


'has been the use of the name of Mr 
Carnegie. 'What reason was offered to 
explain why Mr. Carnegie, who has an 
income of more than $10,000,000 a year 
from United States steel bonds alone, 
should be giving notes, has not 
been 


brought out. Probably, not in the his- 
tory of the United States has 
there 


been anything similar in unusual circum- 
stances and magnitude io the Chadwick 
borrowings. According to the statement 
of President Beckwith oi the failed Citi- 
zens National bank of 
Oberlin, Ohio, 


note* for at least $1,250,000 endorsed by 
Mrs. Chadwick are outstanding; the se- 
curities said to be held by Iri Reynolds 
of Cleveland figure to Hie extent of $5,- 
000,000; Herbert D. Newton oi Boston 
has claims for $190,800 and today it was 
ascertained by those conversant with the 
strange case thnt a number of banks not 
yet mentioned in public had made large 
o'ans to Mrs. Chadwick. 


NOT TO BE MADE PUBLIC. 


Andrew Carnegie's secretary was Bask- 


ed early today whether Mr.1 Carnegie 
rould make public his reply to nn inqui- 
v from County Prosecutor Kceler'of 
Cleveland asking formally if Mr. Cnrne- 
cic had signed his name to notes for $1,- 


iO,000'dated 'Jan, 7, 1004:and whether 


Mr. Carnegie.would bo willing to go jto 
Cleveland to testify thnt he did not. Mr. 
iarnepie's secretary snid that Mr. Car- 
negie would not make public'his reply 
to Mr. Keeler. 


"Mr. Carnegie can only say what he 


said nt first" said the secretary, "That 
ic does not know Mrs. Chadwick; that' 


has had no dealings'with her and that 


the connection of his name with the case 
is absurd,"

" 
EXPECTS A VINDICATION. 


On the way fronvthe hotel to the fed- 


eral building Mrs. Chadwick said to tho 
marshal who hnd her.in custody: 


:'Thc time will come when these peo- 


ple will see that I am a very much ma- 
ligned and prosecuted woman. When I 
think of what I have gone through in 
the past few weeks, I wonder that I am 
not insane. Everybody has jumped on 
me, but I will come out of this all right 
and when I do I will issue a statement to 
the public that will show how innocent I 
have been." 


Mrs. Chadwick later thanked the mar- 


shal again for his courtesy to her and 
especially for not putting her under ar- 
rest before, as she had been told by her 
lawyers he could have done. 


''Who was that man to whom I spoke 


sharply in the hotel corridor when he in- 
terfered with me?'1 nskcd JTarshal Hen- 
kle. 


That was Mr. Klein," said Mrs. Chad- 


wick. "Ho is a good friend of mine from 
Cleveland. He did not mean anything 
by what he said, he thought he was do. 
ing his duty by me." 


Mrs. Chadwie-k wore a brown rain coat 


•full length, with a larje brown hat and 
a heavy veil of the same color-, 


Mrs. Chadwick's son Emll went to the 


Holland house.' There he asked to see 
Vogil P. Klein, tho Cleveland attorney 
who has been mentioned in connection 
with the case, but was informed that Mr. 
Klwin had asked not to be disturbed. He 
left word that Mrs. • Chadwick 'desired to 
sec the attorney and then returned to 
the Brcsliri and .sent n cablegram to Pa- 
ris. He would not disclose the name of 
the person to whom the message was afl. 
dressed. 


SNAPPED BY-MANY CAMERAS. 


•Shortly after Mrs. Chadwick had ar 
rived at the fcrcdal building Attorne; 


Carpenter of,the woman's counsel went 
nto consultation with United States 
iominissioner Shields. At Mr.; Carpen-, 
tcr's solicitation the time for the arraign-j 
ment 'of Mrs. Qhadwick before the com- 
missioner was delayed and he left 'the 
building to find bail. In the meantime. 
Mrs. Chadwick with her son and maid 
were seated in the marshal's office. Out- 
side, in the corridor, were many repqrt- 


and photograpaers. Cameras were 


placed before the door, through 'which 
Mrs. Chadwick would have to pass and 
as the preparations were made for the 
flash light there were many expressions 
of anxiety as to the result on the nerves 
of Mrs. Chadwick. An attempt was j 
made to interview Mrs.-Chadwick, but 
she would not' see a newspaper man -or 
anyone else outside of her attorneys and 
the government officials. • 


During the delay consequent upon Mr.1 


Carpenter's search for a bondsman, more 
cameras were set up in the United States 
court 'room where the proceedings were 
to be held. Newspaper men swarmed 
over the chairs within the rail, 


DEFENDANT SHOWS WEAKNESS. 


Attorney Carpenter returned to the 


federal building just before noon after 
his unsuccessful search for a bondsman 
for Mrs. Chndwick. Within a few min- 
utes Commissioner Shields entered the 
court room and immediately every avail-, 
able foot' of space was occupied. Men 
and'women that were "nowhere evident 
before came from nil parts of the build- 
ing. The crowd was so great in the cor- 
ridors that it was impossible to pass, and 
Mrs. Chadwick was taken through a scr- 
ies of offices directly into the court room. 
As she entered the room • there was a 
momentary hush, followed by a buzz of 
whispering until the marshal demanded 
order. Mrs, Chadwick was supported by 
the marshal and her maid and walked 
slowly, almost tottering, but' a 
-fe.w 


steps into tlie room, where she dropped* 
into a chair, amid a hundred or more 
newspaper men. Mrs. Chadwick sat with

A DRAMATIC INCIDENT. 


At the conclusion-of the "proceedings 


occurred one of the most.sensational in- 
cidents in connection with the case. As 
Mrs. Chadwick was assisted to her feet 
>y the marshal there was a stampede for 
the door, led by the fifty or more photo- 
graphers'who had been disappointed a 
quarter of an hour before when Mrs.' 
Chadwick was on her wo,v to the .court 
room. Shouts of "Order;" "This court 
s not adjourned" and "Gentlemen, take 
seats or pass out," were unheeded; depu- 
ty marshals were summoned, but they 
were carried by the crowd Out into the 
corridors only to face a battery of photo- 
graphers. 
Mrs. Cliadwick passed into 


the corridor from the court room by an- 
other door. As this door .opened and 
ihe stood on the threshold with Marshal 
Hcnkel there was a blinding flash from a 
photographers apparatus 
followed 
in- 


stantly by several others. The marshal 
was startled and Mrs. Chadwick collap- 
sed, fell to her knees antl was kept from 
falling on the floor only by the marshal 
and her son,, who supported her at every 
stop. 
As the party passed down the 


lengthy corridor flashes appeared on ev- 
ery hand and nt every corner. It wns 
evident Mrs. Chndwick could not remain 
on her feet ninny minutes under the cir- 
cumstances, nnd deputy marshals were 
ngain summoned to clear tho corridor. It 
was n hopeless task, for the crowd con- 
tinued to press toward the woman until 
she disappeared behind the door of tho 
marshal's office. 


FEIGNS ILLNESS? 


Luncheon wns served to Mrs. Chad- 


wick nnd her raiii'd in the marshal's of- 
fice and she spent the cnrly.afternoon re- 
clinin" on a couch. Her maid remained 
constantly at her side and only looking 
at pictures of steamships' on the walls of 
the office, said to linr mistress: ."That 
looks like the one I came over on,'l wish 
we were on it now." 


"Yes," replied Mrs. 
Cliadwick, 
"I 


wish we were."

THE SHERIFF'S FEES. 


In the case 015 the sheriff there is a 


wide difference- of opinion as to what 
fees that officer isito return to the coun- 
ty treasurer. ThC'County fixes the sal- 
ary of the sheriff at $2,000. Under this 
salary he is supposed to perform certain 
duties, serving papers, collecting 
feea 


and turning these;fees in. This has nev- 
er been done and as a result the fees 
have been kept by the sheriff, and it is 
said such fees pay for all help about the 
office. There are other fees collected by 
the sheriff, and lawyers claim that the 
county cannot couipel the'officer to'turn 
them over-fOrrthe'.reason.-that in Rueh 
cases the county would not be liable. 
Now the question arises, who is \f de- 
cide what fees properly belong to the 
county. In addition to the salary the 
sheriff receives $4,750 for other services. 


Just how these new restrictions will be 


put into force no one appears to know. 
So far as the office of the sheriff is con- 
cerned it is believed things.will run along 
just the same as it always hns, but with 
Urn register and clerk of court it will be 
different.

SURVEYS OF CANALMADE 


T. Harold Knight .Has Looked 


Over Konte Eight Miles 


in Extent 


T. Harold Knight, county surveyor, 


has been out making surveys through 
the towns of Yorkville and Norway, lor 
the proposed new canal to bo dug 
through those towns. 


This canal will be .about eight miles 


long, 15 feet wide and from 10 to 15 feet 
deep, and will cost when complete, in the 
neighborhood of $15,000. It will redeem 
somewhere near 10,000 acres of farm 
land. 


The Norway and Dover canal is to be 


cleaned out. This also has a width of "30 
•feet; a depth of 15 feet and will cost 
510,000. When this canal was first dug 
it rcdcemcd'20.000 ncrcs of land and tho 
cleaning out will duplicate this redemp- 
tion.

was'built it drained the lands perfectly.

Up to that time 
the warships had been able to seek shel- 
ter from the Japanese fire under Peiyu 
mountain, but the capture of 203.meter 
hill November 20-30 enabled the Japanese 
to train their guns- on the Russian ves- 
sels with the result that a. number of 
them-have been set on fire and the oth- 
ers roust cither nut to sea or suffer irre- 
parable damage. 


The Port Arthur besiegers report as 


follows: "On Saturday, Dec. 3, our nav- 
al guns bombarded the enemy's ships. 
The Pobicda, (Battleship) was struck 
six times, a vessel of the Rctvizan (Bat- 
tleship) typo was .hit eight times and' on 
other ships sixteen -shells took .effect. • 


MAGAZINE EXPLODED.: 


"On .Jlonday following the-sarne plan, 


the Pobicda was hit seven times,' the 
Poltava (Battleship) eleven times and 
the Rctvixan eleven "times. At about 3 
o'clock in the afternoon one, of our shells 
struck a 7iiagazlne south of Peiyu moun- 
tain causing n "heavy explosion. The con- 
flagration which followed was not ex- 
tinguished for two hours.

country on account of the close connec- 
tion between the effect, economically, of 
the great problem of distribution upon 
prices, that it is of the utmost impor- 
tance to' safeguard the law to the fullest 
possible extent.

FILLING THE VACANCY. 


Evening Wisconsin:. The death of 


Charles F. Ikley creates a vacancy in the 
Wisconsin electoral college, his name 
having stood at the head of -the list of 
Roosevelt and Fairbanks electors chosen 
in this state at the presidential election, 
a month ago. The contingency of the 
death of an elector is not mentioned in 
the constitution, but is provided for by 
law. • The revised statutes of the United 
States contain the following provision: 


Each state may by law provide for the 


fillinsr of any vacancies which may occur 
in its college of electors when such col- 
lege-meets to give the electoral vote. 


Section 04z of the revised statutes of 


Wisconsin is as follows: 


The electors of president and vice pres- 


ident shall convene at the capital of this 
state on the second Monday in January 
next after their election, at the hour of 
!•> o'clock noon of that day, and if there 
shall be any vacancy in. the oflice of an 
elector, occasioned by death, refusal to 
net, neglect to attend, or other cause, 
the electors present shall immediately 
proceed to fill by ballot, and by plural- 
ity of votes, such vacancy m the elector- 
ol college; and when all-the electors 
shall appear, or the vacancies shall have 
been filled as afore provided, they shall 
proceed to perform the duties required 
of such electors by the 'constitution and 
laws of .the .United State*,

Tho third annual message of President 


Roosevelt is before the country. It a 
not 
sensational, rather 
conservative, 


treating of the important issues' beiorc 
the country intelligently, comprehensive- 
ly, and neglecting nothing of national in- 
terest upon which legislation is in pro- 
gress, or being discussed or promised. If 


. the country lias expected a •1"""mnr' 


bristling with sharp pointed 
tending to CNcitc, rather thau iillay, it 
will be disappointed; on tho 
contrary, 


there is much of promise to orderly citi- 
zens and orderly .trusts and great corpor- 
ations who liave not abused their pow- 
ers. President ']Roospyolt is not posing; 
his' message -is incontrovertible evidence 
of that, and.' 'thnt itt avery sense of tlie 
word' lie appreciates the great trust the 
people have displayed inJiinV, shows forth 
clearly and pointedly. '.'There is an ab- 
sence'of dry statistics, wisely he leaves 
all that to tho chiefs entrusted with such 
matter:*, but the inwardness, the essence 
'of their summaries of the national pro- 
gress, is given to the people in a most 
valuable mossnge. 


He could have been sensational, even 


dramatie, but this would not Imvc licen 
' Theodore Roosevelt truly the president 


of the people. Considering well the in- 
terests of the- vast masses of plain, every 
day citizens the real powers of tho na- 
tion, yet lie treats fnirly the great cor- 
porative interest*, und yet warns unmis- 
takably those who are going too far. He 
promises justice, not an overly plentiful 
article admittedly, yet so far as lies with- 
in his power und ability, he intends to se- 


1 cure to the citizens their rights that have 


been i-uoronehed upon by aggregations of 
men. He favors increasing the powers of 
the Interstate Commission. 


On capital nnd labor he is not discur- 


sive, rnllirv trenchant. He says ^in- 
form of government with its sharp divis- 
ion of authority between state and the 
national government on the whole has 
been more advantageous than u centraliz- 
ed government., yet it has presented dif- 
ficulties in grappling with the problems 
eimiinj; up during the last fifty years. The 
difficulty has been in securing united ac- 
tion between the states. This appears as 
regards tho labor problem and ho says 
the federal government can not interfere 
but where the federal authority is disput- 
ed as to the mails, interstate commerce 
or interference wifh the federal courts. 
As to labor organizations he suya they 
should be encouraged, but such should 
be conducted with all due and decent re- 
gard for others. There are labor unions 
who conduct themselves wisely in the 
work of uplifting citizenship, but when 
any seek to accomplish a purpose by im- 
proper means then these must be oppos- 
ed by all good citizens -and honorable 
public- servants; nnd says the president, 
any violence, brutality 
or 
corruption 


should not for a. moment be tolerated. 
Wags workers have a legal right to or- 
ganize and by nil honorable and peaceful 


• means to endeavor to persuade their fol- 


• low citizens to join with them in their 


organizations, but there is no right to 
commit violence upon thoeo, whether cap- 
italists or .wage workers, who refuse to 
support their organizations. He says the 
•workers are peculiarly entitled to the 
protection and encouragement of the law 
and endorses the national laws looking 
towards thoir safety in legitimate work 
in tho railroad service. Tho president 
urges a limited liability law for tho dis- 
trict of Columbia. He also says there arc 
no objections to labor in government era- 
ploy belonging to unions, but that the 
government can make no discriminations 
against; non union men. 


Tho bureau of labor receives careful 


treatment -and promises a special message 
•\vith the rcoort of the bfircau of labor 
on-tho mining troubles in Colorado. Ho 
advises the gathering of information as 
to' the condition of child labor in the dif- 
fercjit states and the securing of uni- 


' form legislation, on this subject. As to 


corporations he says state action can not 
deal adequately with .this matter. Nei- 
ther can they bo dealt with intemperate- 


'/• ly and in a demagogic spirit, and he says' 


' these corporations should be managed 


.. 
with due regard for the interests of the 
public us n whole nnd where the laws fall 
short others should be enacted to siip- 


• plement them. As to the bureau of cor- 


porations he state* it has made careful 
nnd preliminary investigation of many of 
the -important corporations, and 
will- 


make a special report on the beef indus- 
try. 
Its policy is to reach desired re- 


sults not by antagonism but by co-opera- 
tion not destructive prosecution, but by 
constructive legislation. -The policy is 


an open inquiry, and not an. infringe- 
mtint of rights. On freight rebates -he 
speaks earnestly.and with meaning.. Ho 
states the interstate commission' has no 
power to enforce any rate as determined 
by court decisions, simply .having the 
power to declare some particular rate as 
unreasonable. 
.. 


The president is not of the opinion the 


commission should have the power at 
present to fix rates and he endorses the 
proposition as 'a fair security to ship- 
pers that the commission should be vest- 
ed with the power to where a given 
rate 1ms been challenged, and when de- 
cided after a judicial review, ..that such 
rate or rates were unreasonable, to say 
what reasonable rate shall take the place. 
This ruling to take immediate effect "«n-. 
til such is reversed by« a court of re- 
view, Tho government must supervise 
to an increasing degree "the workings of 
railways, and such supervision is the only 
alternative to an increase of the pres- 
ent evils .or a more radical policy on the 
other. Ho says that the most important 
legislation now needed as to tho regula- 
tion of corporations is that power should 
be conferred upon the interstate com- 
merce commission to revise rates and 
regulations, such order to take' immedir 
ate effect and thus remain in effect until 
.reversed by a competent court.' 


The president favors stringent 
laws 


regulating child labor and advises the 
enactment of stringent factory inspection 
laws,-this, congress can-do'for the "terri- 
tories and the district of Columbia. Sani- 
tary conditions -also receive special men- 
tion and reforms ore urgently advised, 
that evils be corrected by legislation.

chise and -which has done the work'so 
far accomplished, to .the terms desired 
by this gigantic capitalized corporation

Tho cost of doing government business 
should be regulated with the same rigid 
scrutiny as tho cost of doing a private 
business. 
'Capital and labor. 


In the vast and complicated mechanism 


of our modern civilized life the dominant 
note Is the note of Industrialism; and the 
relations ot capital and labor, and es- 
pecially ot organized capital and organ- 
ised labor, to each other and to the 'pub- 
lic at large come second in Importance 
only to the intimate questions of family 
life. 
Our peculiar form of government, 


with Its sharp division of authority be- 
tween tlio nation and the several states, 
has boon on the whole far more advan- 
tageous to our development than a more 
>trom;lv centralized povernment. But it 
In undoubtedly responsible for much . of 
the dllilculty ol' mcetlns with adequate 
legislation tho new problems presented 
by the total elianse In Industrial condi- 
tions on this con'.inont during the last 
half-century. 
In actual practice It has 


proved exceedingly dilllcult, and In many 
oases Impassible, lu set 
unanimity of 


xv1scHaction nmor.x tho various sta'.es on 
fciese^subjocts. From the very nature of 
''ne caste this is especially truu of the laws

a block signal system has been proposed 
to the congress. 
I earnestly concur in 
that recommendation, and would also point 
out to the congress the urgent need of 
legislation In j-he Interest of the public 
safety limiting the hours of labor for rail- 
road employes In train service upon rail- 
road- engaged in interstate commerce, and 
providing that only trained and experienced 
persons bo employed in positions of- re- 
sponsibility connected with the operation 
of trains. 
Of course, nothing can-ever 


prevent accidents caused by human weak- 
ness or. misconduct; and .there should'be 
.drastic punishment for any .railroad-em- 
ploye whether officer or man, who by Issu- 
ance of wrong orders or by disobedience 
of orders causes disastar. - The law of 1901. 
requiring interstate .railroads -to mako 
monthly reports of all accidents to passen- 
gers and employes on duty, should'also be 
amended so as .to empower the government 
to make n personal investigation, through 
proper officers, of all accidents involving 
toss of life which seem to require investiga- 
tion with a requirement that the results 
of such Investigation be made public. 


The safety appliance law, as amended by 


the act of March 2, 1903, has proved bene- 
ficial to railway, employes, and In order 
that Its provisions may be properly carried 
out the force of Inspectors provided for by 
appropriation should bo largely increased 
This service Is analogous to the steamboat 
Inspection sen-Ice, and deals with even 
more important interests. It has passed 
tho experimental stage anfl demonstrated 
its utility, and should receive generous 
recognition by the congress. 
Unions of Government Employes. 


• Thcr» is no objection to employes of the 
government 
forming 
or 
belonging to 


unions' but tho government can neither 
discriminate for nor discriminate against 
nonunion men who are In its employment, 
or who seek to be employed under it. 
Moreover, it Is a very grave Impropriety 
for government employes to band them- 
selves together for the purpose of extorting 
improperly high salaries from the govern- 
ment. Especially Is this true of those with- 
in the classified service. Tho letter car- 
riers both municipal and rural, are as a 
whole an excellent body of public servants. 
They should be amply paid. But their pay- 
ment must be obtained by arguing their 
claims fairly and honorably before the 
•ongress. and not by banding together for 
the defeat of those congressmen who rc- 
tuhO to give promises which they cannot 
In conscience give. The administration has 
already taken steps to prevent and punish 
ibuses of this nature; but It will be wise 
Tor the congress to supplement this action 
by legislation. 
Bureau of_LaOor. 


Much can be done by the government .In 


labor matters merely by giving publicity 
to certain conditions. The bureau of labor 
has tlono excellent work of this kind In 
many different directions. I shall shortly 
lay before you In a special message the full 
report of the investigation of tho bureau 
of labor into the Colorado mining strike, 
as this Is a strike In which certain very 
evil forces, which are more or less at work 
everywhere under the conditions of modern 
Industrialism, became startllngly prom- 
inent. It is greatly to be wished that the 
Jepartment cf commerce and labor, through 
the labor bureau, should compile and ar-' 
range for the congress a list of tho labor 
laws of tho various states, and should be 
clvcn the means to Investigate and report 
to the congress upon the labor condition* 
In tho manufacturing and mining regions 
throughout the country, both as to wages, 
is to hours of labor, as to tho labor of 
women and children, and as to the effect 
In the various labor centers of Immigration 
from abroad. In this Investigation espe- 
-lal attention should bo paid to the condi- 
tions ot child labor and child labor legis- 
lation Ir. tho several states. Such an In- 
vestigation must necessarily take Into ac- 
count many of the problems with which this 
Question -ot child labor Is connected. These 
nroblems -'can be actually met. In most 
-ases only by the states themselves; tiut 


sense, the earnest desire to avoid doing any 
damage and yet-the quiet determination to 
proceed, step by step, without halt and 
without hurry, In eiimlnatlng or at least in 
minimizing -whatever of mischief or ol evil 
there Is to Interstate commerce In'the con- 
duct of great corporations. They are act- 
Ing in no spirit of hostility to wealth, either 
individual or,..corporate. . They are 
not 


acainst the rich man any more than apralnst 


• the poor man.' On tho contrary, they are. 
friendly alike toward rich man and toward 
poor man, provided only that each acts 
in a spirit ofijustlce and decency toward^ 
his fellows. Great'corporatlons are neces- 
sary ' and only men of great and singular 
mental power can manage such.corpora- 
tions successfully and such men must have 
crcat rewards. 
But these corporations 


should be managed with due regard to tho 
Interest of the public as a whole. Where 
this can be done under tho present laws It 
must be done. Where these laws come 
short others should be enacted to supple- 
ment them. 
Yet we must neverforget the determining 


factor In every kind of work, of head or 
liar.d, must be the man's own good sense, 
courage and kindliness. More Important 
than any legislation is the gradual'growth 
of'a feeling of responsibility and forbear- 
ance among capitalists and "wane, workers 
alike- a feeling of respect on the part of 
each man for the rights of others; a feel- 
ing of-' broad community of interest, not 
merely of capitalists among themselves,, 
and of wage workers among themselves, 
but' of- capitalists and wage workers In their 
relations to each other, and of both In their, 
relations to their fellows who with them 
'make up the body politic. There are many 
captains of Industry, many labor leaders, 
who realize this. A recent .speech by the 
president of one of our great railroad sys- 
tems to the employes of that system con- 
tains sound common sense. It runs In part 
as follows: ',. 
' 
"It Is my1 belief we can better serve each 


other better understand tho man as -well 
as his business, when meeting face to face, 
exchanging views, and realizing from per- 
sonal contact we serve'but one Interest, 
that of our mutual prosperity. 
Serious misunderstandings cannot occur 


where personal good will exists and oppor- 
tunity for personal explanation is present. 


"In my early business :lfe 1 had experi- 
ence with men of affairs of a character to 
make mo desire to- avoid creating a Jiko 
feelinff of resentment to myself and the In- 
terests in my charge, should fortune ever 
place me in authority, and I am solicitous of 
a measure of confidence on the part of the 
public and our employes that I shall hope 
may be warranted by the fairness and good 
fellowship I Intend shall prevail In our re- 
lo,tlonshlp. 
. f"But do not feel I am disposed to grant 
unreasonable requests, spend the -money 
o£ our company unnecessarily or without 
value received, nor expect the days of mis- 
takes are disappearing, or that cause for 
complaint will not continually occur; sim- 
ply to correct such abuses as may be dis- 
covered, to better conditions as fast as 
reasonably 'may be expected, constantly 
striving with varying success, for that im- 
provement we all'desJre', to convince you 
there is a force "at work in the right direc- 
tion nil the time making progress—is the 
disposition' with, which I have come among 
you. asking your good will and encourage-

. When wo come to deal with great cor- 
porations the need fot tho government to 
ict directly Is far greater than in the case 
of labor, because great corporations can 
become such only by engaging In interstate 
commerce, and Interstate commerce is pe- 
culiarly the fleld of tho general govern- 
ment 
It is an absurdity to expect to elim- 


inate the abuses in great corporations by 
state action. It is difficult to be patient 
with an argument that such matters should 
be left-to tho states, because more than 
one state pursues tho policy of creating on 
easy terms corporations which are never 
operated within that state at all, but In 
other states whoso laws they Ignore. The 
national government alone can deal afle- 
ouatoly with these creat corporations. To 
try to deal with them in' an Intemperate, 
destructive or demagogic spirit would, in 
all probability, mean that nothing what- 
ever would be accomplished, and with ab- 
solute certainty that if anything were ac- 
complished It would be of a harmful na- 
ture. The American people need to con- 
tinue to show tho very qualities that the> 
bave shown-tlnu U, moderation, . 6oo*. 


"The day has gone by when a corporation 


can be handled successfully In defiance of 
the. public will, even though that will be 
unreasonahJe and wrong. A public may be 
led bnt not driven, and I prefer to so with 
It and shape or modify, in a measure, its 
opinion rather than ber swept from my 
bearings, with loss to myself and the in- 
terests In my charge. 
"Violent prejudice exists towards cor- 


porate activity and capital to-day, much 
$f it founded In reason, more In apprehen- 
sion and a large measure Is due to the per- 
sonal traits of arbitrary, unreasonable.

"If corporations are to continue to do the 


world's work, as they are best fitted to, 
these qualities In their representatives that 
have -resulted In the present prejudice 
against them must be1 relegated to the back- 
ground. The corporations'must come out 
Into tho open and see and be 
1 seen. They 


must take the public into their confidence 
and ask for what they want..and no more, 
and"be prepared to explain satisfactorily 
w'hat advantage will accrue to the pub.lc If 
they are given their desires; for they are 
ermltted to exist not that they may make 
noney solely, but that they may effectlve- 
y' serve those from whom they derive their 


"Publicity and not secrecy, will win here- 


after tho laws be construed by their.Intent 
and not by their letter, otherwise public 
utilities will' bo owned and operated by the 
public which created them, even though 
he service bo less efficient and the result 
ess satisfactory from a financial stand- 
point." Bureau of Corporations. 


The bureau .of corporations has made 


careful preliminary investigation of many 
Important corporations. 
It -will make a 


special roffcrt on tho beef Industry. 


Tho policy of the bureau is to accompltnh 


the purposes of Its creation by cooperation, 
not antagonism; by making constructive 
legislation, not destructive prosecution,- 
the immediate object of Its inquiries: by 
conservative investigation of law and fact, 
and by refusal' to Issue Incomplete and 
hence necessarily Inaccurate reports. Its 
policy being thus one of open Inquiry into, 
and not attack upon, business, the bureau 
has been able to sain not only tho confi- 
dence but, bettor still, the cooperation of 
men engaged in legitimate business. 


The bureau offers to the congr«ss the 


means of getting at the cost of production 
of our various groat staples of commerce. 


Of necessity the careful Investigation of 


special corporations will afford the com- 
rrissioner- knowledge of certain business 
facts the publication of which might bean 
Improper infringement of private rights. 
The method of making public the results 
of these Investigations affords., under the 
law a means for the protection of private 
rights. The congress will have nil facts 
except such as would givje to another cor- 
poration Information which would injure- 
the legitimate business of a competitor andl 
destroy the incentive for individual supe- 
riority and thrift. 


Tho bureau has also made exhaustive 


examinations into the.legal condition un- 
der which corporate business Is carried 
on in the various suites; into all Judicial 
decisions on'tho subject; and into the 
various systems of corporate taxation in 
use I call, special attention to the report 
of tho chief of the bureau; and I earn- 
estly ask that the congress carefully .con- 
sider the report and recommendations ot 
•tho commissioner on this subject. 
Tho business of Insurance vitally affects 


policy on the other. In my judgment the 
most Important legislative act now need- 
ed as regards the regulation of corpora- 
tions is this act to confer on the Inter- 
state commerce commission the power to 
revise rates and regulations, the revised 
rate to at once go into effect, and to stay 
in effect unless and until the court of re- 
view reverses it 
Steamship companies engaged In Inter- 


state commerce and protected, in our 
coastwise trade should be held to a strict 
observance- of the interstate commerce 
a"' 
City'of Washington. 


In pursuing .the set plan to make the 


cltv of Washington an example to other 
American municipalities several points 
<hould be kept 'In mind by the legislators. 
!n tho first place, the people of this coun- 
try should, clearly understand that no 
amount of Industrial prosperity, 
and 


above all no leadership In international 
industrial'competition, can in any way 
atone for.the sapping, of the vitality of 
those who are-usually spoken -of as the 
working classes.

tary efforts should be taken up and ex- 
tended through congressional appropria- 
tion of funds sufficient to equip and main- 
tain numerous convenient small play 
grounds upon land which can be secured 
without purchase or rental. It is also de- 
sirable that small vacant places be pur- 
chased and reserved as small park play 
i»)unds in densely settled sections of the 
city which now have no public open spaces 
and are destined soon.to be built up solid- 
ly 
All these needs should be met Imme- 


diately. To meet them would entail ex- 
penses; but- a correepondlng saving could 
be made by stopping the building of streets 
and- leveling of ground lor purposes largely 
speculative in outlying parts'of the city. 


There are certain offenders, whose crim- 


inality takes the shape ol .brutality and 
cruelty towards tho weak, who need a spe- 
cial type ol punishment. The wife beater, 
Ior example, is Inadequately, punished by 
imprisonment; for imprisonment may often 
mean nothing to him, while.lt may causa 
hunger and want, to the wife and chijdren 
who havo been too victims, of his brutality. 
Probably some lonri of .corporal punish- 
ment would.be the .most adequate way ol 
meeting Jhis kind.of crime.. 


Department of Agriculture. 


The department^ agriculture has grown 


Into an educational' institution with a fac- 
ulty of 2|000 specialists making research 
into all the sciences of production. Tho 
congress appropriates, di\ectly arid indi- 
rectly 
$6,000,000 annually to carry on this 


work. It reaches every state and territory 
In the union and the islands ol the sea late- 
ly como under our flag. Cooperation is had 
with the state experiment stations and 
with many other institutions ana Individ- 
uals The world is carefully searched for 
new varieties of grains, fruits, grasses, 
vegetables, trees and shrubs, suitable to 
various localities in our country; and 
marked benefit to our producers has re- 


Tho activities of our age In lines of re- 
search have reached the tillers of the soil 
and inspired them with ambition to know 
more of the principles that govern the 
forces ol nature with which they have to 
deal 
Nearly half of the people of this 


country devote their energies to growing 
things from the soil. Until a recent date 
little has been done to prepare these mil- 
lions for their life work. In most lines of 
Human activity college trained men are 
the leaders. The farmer had no oppor- 
tunity for special training until the con- 
cress made provision for it 40 years ago. 
During these years progress has been mafia 
and teachers have been prepared. .Over 
5 000 students are In attendance at our state 
agricultural colleges. Tho federal govern- 
ment expends $10,000.000 annually toward 
this education and for research In Wash- 
Ineton and in the several states and terri- 
tories Tha department of agriculture has 
Kiven facilities for post-graduate work to 
5M young men during the last seven years^ 
preparing them for advanced lines 01 work 
Into? department and in the state institu- 
tions.

During the two and a half yean that 


havo elapsed since the passage of the 
reclamation act rapid projr-esa has been 
made In the surveys,and examinations of 
the opportunities for reclamation in the 
13 states and three .territories of the arid 
west. Construction':has .already been be- 
gun on. tho largest,, and most Important 
of the irrigation works, tod.plan* are be- 
ing completed for worki'wHlch will util- 
ize the funds .now available. The opera- 
tions arc being, carried-on by the recla- 
mation service, a corps of engineers se- 
lected through competitive clvil-serrlce 
examinations. 
Tfcls corps includes ex- 


perienced consulting and constructing 
engineers as well as various experts In 
mechanical and legal matters,:«nd la com- 
posed largely of men who havo spent 
most of their lives In practical affairs 
connected with Irrigation. 
The larger 


problems have been solved and it now 
remains to execute with care, economy 
and thoroughness the work which has 
been laid out All important details'are 
being carefully considered by boards of 
consulting engineers, selected for tholr 
thorough knowledge and practical ex- 
perience. 
Each project is taken up on 
the ground by competent men-and viewed 
from the standpoint of the- creation of 
prosperous homes, and of promptly r»- 
undtng to the treasury the cost of con- 
truction. The reclamation act has been 
'ound to be remarkably complete and ef- 
ectlve and so broad in its provisions 
hat a' wide range of undertakings has 
been possible under It.

Ime economy is guaranteed by tho fact 
.hat the funds must ultimately be re- 
urned to be used over again. 
Forests. 


It Is the cardinal principle of the forest- 
reserve policy of this administration that 
the reserves are for use. Whatever In- 
terferes with the use of their resources 
s to be avoided by every possible means. 
3ut these resources must be used in suoa 
a way as to make them permanent. 


The forest policy of the government Is 
just now a subject of vivid public inter- 
est throughout the west and to the peo- 
ple of the United States In general. The 
•orest reserves themselves are of ex- 
treme value to tho present as well as to 
the future welfare of all the western 
public-land states. They powerfully af- 
reet the use and disposal of tho public 
lands 
They are of special importance 
because they preserve the water supply 
and the supply of timber for domestic 
purposes, and so promote settlement un- 
der the reclamation act. Indeed, they are 
essential to tho welfare ol every on« of 
the great interests of the west. 
Forest reserves are created for two 


principal purposes. The first Is to pre- 
serve the water supply. This is their 
most important use.

This is important, because con- 
tinually and rapidtj- increastos appropria- 
tions will be necessary for the proper 
cara of this exceedingly impovtant Inter- 
est of toe nation, and they can and 
should be off set'by returns from toe naT 
tional "forests. Under similar -circum- 
stances the forest possessions of other 
great nations form an important iiource 
of revenue to their governments. .

lhavo urgedilt more than once in former 
messages. Again I commend it to too 
early and favorable oonslderatlon of too 
congress.

All that this country fleslres IS to 
ueo the neighboring Countries stable, order- 
ly and prosperous. Any country whose peo- 
ple conduct themselves well can-count upon 
our hoartv" friendship. If a nation shows 
that It Knows how-to net with reasonable 
efficiency and decency in social and polit- 
ical matters; If it keeps order and pays its 
obligations it need-fear no interference 
from the Unlfed States. Chronic .wrong- 
doing, or an Impotence which results n a 
general loosening of the ties 'of civilized 
society, may In .America, as .elsewhere, 
ultimately require intervention by sumo 
civilized nation, and in the western hem- 
isphere the adherence of the United States 
to the Monroe Doctrine may force tfce 
United States, however reluctantly, in 
flagrant cases of'-such wrongdoing or im- 
potence to the exercise of an international 
police power.

There should bo a comprehensive revi- 


sion of the naturalization laws. The courts 
having power to naturalize .should be 
definitely name* by national authority; tho 
testimony upon which naturalization may 
be conferred should bo definitely prescribed; 
publication- of Impandlng naturalization 
applications should be required In advance 
of their hearing In court; the form and 
wording of all certificates Issued should be 
uniform throughout tho country, and the 
courts should be required to make returns 
to tho secretary of state at stated period* 
of all naturalizations- conferred. 


Not -only are tho laws reining to 


naturalization now defective,, imt those 
relating to citizenship of 
the United 


States ought also to be made the subject 
of scientific inquiry with a view to prob- 
able further legislation. 
By what acts 


expatriation may be assumed to have 
boen' accomplished, how long an Amer- 
ican citizen may reside abroad and re- 
ceive the protection 
of our 
passport. 


whether any degree 01 protection should 
be extended to one who hfcs -made the 
declaration of Intention to become a citi-

serious import, involving personal rights 
and often producing friction between this 
government and foreign governments.
